He Bill is to take way theſe Ancient Eſtabliſhed Duties of Subſidy and Aulnage, upon Pretence, That the way of 
ColleQting the ſame ( though nor ſo much as ObjeCted againſt to be contrary to Law) is Oppeſlive and Buthen- 
ſome; and to give a Comper/ſation to the Crown, by laying the Duty upen thoſe Cloaths only that are EXPO
